Although this figure is one and 
| three-tenths per cent below 1962, 
| resulting, in some cases, from low- 
er yields because of adverse wea 
ther and also from decreased acre- 
-age allotments, Tulare county is 
still topped only by Fresno county, 
and again leads Kern county along 
the ‘‘big three.” 

In the category of field crops: 
cotton acreage was decreased on a 
national level resulting in a loss 
of revenue which was offset some- 
what by a larger acreage and yield 
of sugar beets, overall the drop 
in this category was about four 
per cent less than the previous 
year. 

Certified seed grown for plant- 
ing purposes was up eight per cent 
due to a larger planting of barley 
and wheat for certification. 

Vegetable crop revenue suffered 
a decrease of over thirty-three per 
cent due mainly to a large de- 
erease in acreage of potatoes, 
honey dews, and watermelons. 

Fruit and nut crops showed an 
increase of over seven per cent be- 
cause of a heavier yield of citrus, 
although the 1963 prices were less 
than in 1962, the additional ton- 
age boosted the total revenue much 


higher than that of the previous
